On August 23, 1973, CG T-l advised that GUIDO

He also has set up a new company called "All 
American Amusement Company” and he has placed his nephew, 
LOUIS thè Mooch" EBOLI in Uharge of this operation. 

T-l stated thè company plans to expand thèir 
operation and take in accounts outside of Cook County. 
This expansion may be carried by "muscle" and T-l stated 
there may be trouble. CG T-l stated "All American" will 
operate from thè same building as M and D Music Company, 
which was at 2908 Commerce in Franklin Park, Illinois. 

T-l stated "LOUIS" intends to hire a couple of westside 
punks to help him in this btsLness.

Criminal History 


GUIDO DE CHIARO, an LCN member, is also known 
as GUY DE CHIARO and GUIDO DI CHIARO, was born in Acerra, 
Italy, on June 2, 1904 or February 4, 1906. He was born 
under his true name, GAETANO DE CHIARO, he entered thè 
United States on November 5, 1922, and he was naturalized 
on July 8, 1943. 


At thè time DE CHIARO filed his petition for 
naturalization, he admitted that he had been arrested on 
two occasions, in 1935 and 1939, for suspicion of auto 
theft. Both charges were dismissed. 

DE CHIARO was also arrested by thè Chicago Police 
Department on August 23, 1951 during a gambling raid. The 
disposition of this arrest is not known. 


In May, 1954, thè Chicago Crime Commission reported 
that DE CHIARO had been connected with illegitimate enter- 
prise dating back to thè prohibition days, when he was 













in charge of thè operation of several stills in thè Melrose 
Park area. Also in May, 1954, thè Bensenville, Illinois, 
Police Department advised that they had received informa- 
tion that DE CHIARO was a locai boss of gambling in and 
around Franklin Park, Illinois. 


In Aprii, 1957,|_pdvised that thè syndi- 

cate had. given j | thè western suburban franchise 

on slot machines formerly handled by DE CHIARO. On Octo- 
ber 14, 1960, DE CHIARO's son-in-law, MICHAEL URGO, was' 
shot and killed during a kidnaping attempt on DE CHIARO. 

The October 15, 1960 Chicago Daily Tribune reported that 
DE CHIARO had been thè"mystery man" of thè slot machine 
rackets in thè western suburbs since thè 1940s, operating 
under a franchise granted by his distant relative, PAUL 
RICCA. However, according to thè article, in 1957, 

DE CHIARO lost his exclusive and lucrative slot machine 


franchise when thè so-*-called "young bloods" of thè syndi- 
cate began their bid for power from thè old line le aders. 
SAM GIANCANA replaced DE CHIARO with l | 


The Chicago Police Department Intelligence Unit 
specùlated that thè attempted kidnaping of DE CHIARO was 
thè outcome of rivslry for lucrative spots for gambling 
dev ices and juke boxes. DE CHIARO was re portedlv feud ing 
witH lat thè time. (In June, 1973 . 1 



In 1960, DE CHIARO was listed as thè owner of 
B & M Appliance Company and M & D Music Company, both at 
2908 Commerce Street, Franklin Park, Illinois. This com¬ 
pany had juke boxes and pinball machines scattered around 
thè western suburbs. 


In Aprii, 1964, 1 _|advised that DE CHIARO 

controlled all "juice" activity and gambling, as well as 
juke boxes and games, in Franklin Park. In January, 1965, 

CG 6788-C advised that PHIL ALDERISIO was a dose associate 
of DE CHIARO. DE CHIARO was also an associate of SAM 
GIANCANA, JOSEPH GAGLIANO, EUGENE ALBANO, SAM ARIOLA, PAUL 


RICCA, and LOUIS EBOLI, and was always in thè company of 
PAUL DE LUCIA, former organized crime leader.

DE CHIARO had controlled all organized c rime in River 
Gròve and Franklin Park for manv vears. f
